Recognized as the 
father of pediatrics in Chicago, he 
administered the first diphtheria anti- 
toxin in Chicago, recognized and treated 
successfully the first case of infantile 
scurvy in the Chicago area, and devised 
the first incubator for premature babies. 
Dr. Abt, who was professor emeritus of 
pediatrics at Northwestern University, 
edited for almost forty years the Year- 
book of Pediatrics, and summed up his 
practice in the book Baby Doctor pub- 
lished in 1944.
